Nazi Troops Enter 
Finland Answering 
Her Plea for Help 


Stockholm. 
June 
28—(AP)— 


\Vith 
the 
Finnish 
government 


finally committed to fighting on 
beside Germany, nazi troops moved 
into Finland's cities and towns in 
force today :n response to a plea 
for help against the onrushing 
Soviet armies. 


Helsinki 
resounded 
with 
the 


songs of marching German regular 
troops £Jid SS guards. The Ger- 
mans seemed to be occupying all 
parts of the country and it was 
reported some already were at the 
eastern front, where previously the 
Finns fought alone. 


Last night a Finnish commun- 


ique proclaimed "perfect 
under- 


standing: had been reached be- 
tween Germany and Finland and 
said that in answer to a Finnish 
appeal German Foreign Minister 
Joachim von Ribbentrop had prom- 
ised the military aid needed to con- 
tinue the war against Russia. 


Swedish dispatches said that so 


complete was Finland's alignment 
with the nazis that henceforth the 
Finnish .communique would be a 
part of the German communique. 
Thus ended Finland's pretcntions 
that she was fighting a separate 
war wit Russia.. 


"Watch Berlin" 


As the Germans took possession 


of Helsinki Associated Press Cor- 
respondent R o b e r t Sturdevant 
managed to telephone from there, 
despite stringent censorship: "J 
am moving—I emphasize moving 
—to Uie American legation to- 
night. \Vatch Berlin". ' 


Sturdevant said Finnish presi- 


dent Risio Ryti last w->ek initiated 
the request for German aid and 
that von Ribbciilrop flew to Hel- 
sinki to confer with Ryti and Forc- 
eign Minister Sir Henri Ramsay. 


All through the negotiations, it 


was said, the Finnish parliament 
was uninformed of the proceedings, 
a duplication of the actions of Ryti 
and his' associates'].when 'Finlaind 
went to war with Russia in 1911. 


Relations between the United 


States and Finland were described 
as on a "day to.day" basis. 


Sturdevant said Ryti was under- 


stood to have gone to Field Mar- 
shal Baron Manncrheim, command- 
er-in-chicf of Finnish forces, at the 
same time he appealed to the Ger- 
mans. The Helsinki censorship re- 
fused to .'permit Sturdevant to re- 
port what transpired between the 
two Finnish leaders.

Giant Air Attacks 
Pave the Way for 
Capture of Minsk 


Moscow, June 28—(AP)^—Sup- 


ported by one of the greatest air 
attacks ever hurled against the 
Germans on the Russian 
front

three directions today on Minsk 
the capital of White Russia. 


Dispatches from the front said 


that probably never before had 
Stormoviks (dive bombers) be 
thrown with such strength and 
effectiveness against nazi armor- 
ed forces.

and blasting the way for four ar- 
mies converging in a great semi- 
circle on the gateway citv to 
Warsaw and Germany. 


The northernmost of the three 


spearheads aimed at Minsk was 
composed of Gen.'.van Bagram- 
ian's First Baltic army and 36- 
year-old Gen. Ivan Chcrniakhov- 
sky's Third White Russian army. 
In the van of this group were 
the Slormoviks. fast Yak fighter 
planes and medium bombers of 
Lt. Gen. X P. Papivin, Bagram- 
ian's 37-year-old air commander, 
and Col. Gen. Timofcy 
Kruikin, 


Chcrniakhovsky's 
youthful 
avia- 


tion chief. 


Youngest lied General 


Cherniakhovsky, who is himself 


the youngest general in Russia 
turned westward toward Minsk 
after capturing Orsha and drove 
steadily forward. Field dispatches 
said his advance units were -less 
than fifty .miles from Minsk and 
about 26 miles east of Borisov. 
Other units under his command 
were threatening to outflank Bor- 
isov from the northwest in con- 
junction with Bagramian's troops.

from Gen. Konstantin Rokossov- 
sky's First White Russian army,

was a matter of Pacific Coast 
business. It seems the Golden West 
is worried about losing thc war 
business established theie. The 
administration was pictured, by 
thc Dcwcy managership triumvi- 
rate at least, as planning to aband- 
on the Kaiser steel mills, the Utah 
mills and the big shipyards, .-wia- 
tion and other Industrie.: us soon 
as peace is declared. (Plans to that 
effect arc actually supposed to 
exist in Washington). 


As a result of dickering here, 


the Pacific Coast war businesses 
will be piotcctcd if Dewcy 's elect- 
ed—and Warren will have charge 
of Unit matter in the Dewcy ad- 
ministration. 


This Is the only campaign prom- 


ise by Dcwcy that I heard here. 


The price was not high consid- 


ering wha1. Dewey's chances of 
election would be without Warren. 
A million new workers have come 
into that state since thc war. 
mostly unskilled and Icftish type. 
The number of Negroes in San 
Francisco lias increased amazingly 
from somewhere around 2.200 to 
about 35.000. 


The CIO Political Action group 


is promoting leftwing politics hot- 
ly and heavily in thc state, being 
the only crowd out there with any 
noticeable money.

__ For the last year since his 
earliest mention he always had too 
little, too late. Like Warren he has 
not much money and had no head- 
quarters organization comnarablc 
in experience to Dewey's. All lie 
ever had behind hint were a few 
good friends front Ohio like Roy 
Moore thc publisher. 


But Brickcr wjll be a big Re- 


publican, not only in the campaign, 
but later. First, he will have to 
calm thc factions and cany Ohio. 
if it is to b carried. 


The subtle poison spread among 


the Republican convention dele- 
gates here against 
Dcwey ran 


rather high in its arsenic contents. 


Worst of Uie batch wa.s a move- 


ment to make Dcwey appear as 
"a tool of thc Jews". A fiery letter 
writer, it was discoveied. had sent 
a few hundred burning woids to 
each delegate

Dcwey "Tommy thc Cantor" and 
actually charging that he rose 
from Cantoi in a synagogue.

recruiting oiiice in Rockford. Rm. 
US, Post Office bldg.. on Thurs- 
day and Friday, June 29 und 30. 


Lt. Hansen said. "This Is an 


excellent time for us to see how 
tremendously important it is lor 
women as well as men to operace 
with the utmost 
secrecy. 
The 


first waves of the European in- 
vasion could not have been ac- 
complished if there had not been 
complete trustworthiness on the 
part of everyone who Knew the 
plans in advance. 
It should be 


pointed out now that General Eis- 
enhower's secretary is a member 
of the Women's Army Corps." 


Lt. Hansen said, '"The nature 


of the work these women will do 
is so confidential that we may 
not even announce details about 
their duties. 
Because of the'na 


ture of the work, however, it i: 
obvious that we can accept only 
women whose iccords will stand 
the most careful scrutiny of Army 
intelligence. 


"We require a minimum of two 


years of high school for all WACs 
who will be assigned to'ths Signal 
Corps. 
Additional schooling, par- 


ticularly in 
mathematics, 
lan- 


guages, mechanics and research 
will be helpful, but it is not es- 
sential. 
Naturally, only women 


who possess a high degree of in- 
telligence can 
be 
accepted for 


these assignments. But above all 
other qualifications, we must place 
personal integrity, loyalty and un- 
impeachable character. 


"Both schooling and profession- 


al or business experience will be 
determining- factors in the accept- 
ability of applicants for these Sig- 
nal Corps jobs. Signal Corps offi- 
cers in all cases, will make the 
final acceptance of applicants. 
•- "Special 
training 
courses arc 


provided by the Signal Corps for 
WACs accepted for these confi- 
dential positions. 
The training 


periods will vary in length, de- 
ponding upon the individual as- 
signments. 


"Those women who successfully 


complete their applications and 
are accepted and assigned to Ar- 
lington Hall will have every op- 
portunity to advance toV non-com- 
missioned officer ra'tings.
